Following are the main points of 
the contract offered by General 
Motors: 

1) Recognition of the UAW to 
the extent of its membership only. 

(2) No guarantee that company 
unions will not be encouraged, but 
on the contrary a provision which 
opens the door to such groups. This 
ts contained in the clause which 
: “Any group having a griev- 
ance may designate one or more 
members of the group to take it up 
with the foreman.” 
- (3) Sole responsibility for the 
maintenance “of discipline and ef- 
ficiency and the right to hire, dis- 
cipline and discharge for cause” is 
to be vested in the corporation. In 
addition, the management insists on 
its right to discharge workers for 
“unauthorized strikes, stoppages of 
work and deliberate reduction in the 
rate of production.” 

(4) The shop steward system is 
not given recognition, and rights 
of shop committeemen now enjoyed 
would be circumscribed under the 
new pact. The present narrow scope 
of the shop committee system would 
be retained, while shop committee- 
men would be allowed only two 
hours per day for union duty, in- 
stead of the present four hours. 


NO WAGE GUARANTEE - 


(5) The rate of speed-up, most 
burning issue in the plants at the 
present time, would be determined 
solely by the corporation. Time 
studies of specific jobs might be 
made on demand by thé Ufiion, but 
in no case would the Union have 
any say concerning the rate of pro- 
duction. 

(6) No provision whatever,is made 
for a guaranteed minimum wage, 
and no mention is made of a min- 
imum annual wage, nor of a uniform 
national scale of wages. 

In presenting this proposed con- 
tract; Elmer Dowell, director-in- 
charge of General Motors locals for 
the UAW, read a letter from Wil- 
liam 8. Knudsen, GM nt, 
which said in substance: Take it or 
leave it.”

The President’s 
Message 


® President Roosevelt's message to the spe- 
cial session of Congress represents on the 
whole a weak reaffirmation of the program 
he outlined in his radio speech a month ago. 
The tone is, however, rather defensive 
and lacks the aggressive, challenging note of 
his best and most progressive speeches. 
The fact is, however, that the masses 
of the people need and desire action today 
even more than they did when the Presi- 
dent first presented his program. The rapid 
growth of unemployment and the danger 
that the present business slump may de- 
velop into a new depression make the 
speedy enactment of progressive social 


~Jegisiation all the more essential. 


To the reactionary chorus, which has 
been demanding the scuttling of the pro- 
gram he originally outlined and the substi- 
tution of a program to ease the tax burdens 
of the rich, Roosevelt replies: 

“We must not forget the broad central 
truth that this administration has pledged 
itself to the people of the United States 
to carry on with a wide social program 
pointed toward higher living standards 
and a more just distribution of the gains 
of civilization.”

And he proposes to carry, on with a 
wages’ and hours’ bill, legislation to stabilize

On the 
surface he appears to be proposing the 
lightening of the tax burdens of the small 
businessmen—a highly desirable aim. Let 
it be remembered, however, that the whole 
Wall Street campaign against the taxes on 
undivided profits and capital gains has been 
waged hypocritically in the name of the 


small, weak corporations.

Tokio Rewards 
Its Wall St. Friends 


» Let it not be said that the Japanese fak- 
cist-militarists do not believe in rewarding 
their friends in Wall Street. 


The news has just been cabled from To- 
kio that Yoshiuke Ayukawa, recently named 
by the Japanese Premier Fumimaro Konoe 
to create a gigantic war industry in Manchu- 
kuo, has established contacts with three 
American economic royalists. 


Japan is findihg it hard to get war loans. 
But she needs more money to prepare for 
war against the United States and the So- 
viet Union, Therefore, under the guise of 
“exploiting” Manchukuo, big American fi- 
nance capitalists have been invited to loan 
money, which will be used to prepare for the 
extension of the war in China to a world 
war. 


The scheme is for the construction of a 
semi- State corporation with a capital of 
3,000,000,000 yen (or about $1,000,000,000) 
for a giant war industry. One-third is sup- 
posed to be contributed by the Japanese gov- 
ernment, another third is to come from Man- 
chukuo (also actually from Tokio) and the 
final third from American capitalists. 


Now it seems that the Japanese fascists 
have not been wasting their time. They 
have some definite contacts. They know the 
financiers who have aided Hitler and Musso- 
lini. J. P> Morgan and the General Motors 
Corporation are cited as favorable to the 
scheme. Henry Ford, who finances Hitler 
propaganda in the United States, is ex- 
pected to take advantage of this war invest- 
ment, to be used to supply murder ma- 
chinery to kill Chinese and Americans. 

Note that those mentioned are chiefly 
behind the “isolationist” propaganda in the 
United States. 

These leading American economic roy- 
alists are one hundred per cent for isolation 
when it comes to international collabora- 
tion for peace, but they are for maximum 


cooperation when it comes to financing Fas- 


‘cists for war at a handsome profit.” 

The American people should scotch this 
war-breeding eme right at its inception. 

No loans to arm Japan for war against 
China, the United States and the Soviet

Real Aid 


To the Farmers 


„ Timed with the opening of the special 
session of Congress, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry A. Wallace has just issued his 
anunal report on farm conditions through- 
out the country. 

In the face of the Wall Street banker- 
imposed debts which are crushing the life 
out of the American farmer, the report falls 


those who tend the nation’s bread-basket. 
Secretary Wallace tries once more to use 
the old trick of “rabbing Peter to pay Paul.” 
He proposes a “moderate processing tax” as 
a means of providing farm aid. But the 


_ processing tax is merely a scheme which 


forces new taxes on the consumer, already 
gouged by the rising high cost of living, and 
on the farmers themselves. In other words, 
the processing tax is an attempt to make 
the poor feed the poor—leaving the trusts, 
the profit-swollen monopolies, the Wall Street 
bankers to go scot free with their criminal 


robbing of the farm population and the en- 


tire people as well. 

While Secretary Wallace’s report recog- 
nizes the need of relieving the trust-enforced 
pauperization of the farmers, it fails alto- 
gether to touch the mainstream—and the 
only mainstream—from which adequate aid 
to the farm population can be obtained. 

That mainstream can be touched only by 
taxing the rich, the big trusts—International 
Harvester, Deere, the big banks, such pack- 
ers as Armour and Swift—which are them- 
selves bleeding the farmers and who are 


primarily responsible for the wretched plight .

I NEVER could make a good collection speech. It’s an 
art in itself, and the man who can make one, like Carl 
Brodsky of New York, or Bilbo Tollens of Los Angeles, is 
so rare that all the organizations work him to death. — 
Collection speeches demand a speaker with a good 
Sense of humor, a sympathetic personality, and a tremen- 

dous conviction about the cause. He also needs a strong 
voice, an actor’s sense of timing, and a fluid instinct as to 
what his audience is like. Friends, I ean modestly say I 
have all these qualifications except the timing. 

Im sorry for the comrade with this chore. It’s the most difficult, 
thankless job in our whole movement, but also the most necessary. We 
are a poor mhn's movement. Wall Street has never shown any eager- 
ness to finance us, despite the parrot liberals who repeat year after 
year, Communism and Fascism are one. Our movement is financed by 
workers’ nickels, dimes and dollar-bills. 

Now I can hear some austere purist say: it shouldn't be necessary 
to high-pressure class-conscious workers. They should give voluntarily. 
Well, they should, and it’s a good theory, but human nature doesn't 
work according to the blue-prints, In the best strike, where workers 
are solid as a rock, daily meetings are necessary. Even in the trenches 


of Loyalist Spain, it’s necessary to have political commissars who keep 


up the morale. 


Why is it necessary? ‘The answer is, in the poet Wordsworth’s 
fine phrase, “the world is too much with us.” In the greatest, most 
sacred cause, the daily routme becomes prosaic. People grow habituated 
to air raids; the saints who went into a desert to live with God com- 
plained of boredom; the fiercest and most loving mothers have spells 
when they are fed up with changing diapers; and even Communists, 
who are mortal flesh, too, become routinized in time. 

This is where the orator, political commissar, strike leader, and 
the maker of collection speeches, comes in. He is the one who reminds 
his comrades of their souls. He touches their imaginations. He pulls 
them out 6f doldrum and humdrum into the broader vistas. He does 
what every good poet does, he glorifies the common experience. 

So you see I respect a good money-raiser, and I've never 
one who didn’t have a touch of this poetry and imagination.

‘understand the campaign is lagging. I believe it is because nobody has 
‘ sufficiently stirred the imagination of our comrades into a full .realiza- 
tion of what these two new dailies will mean to the workers’ cause.

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Japan Uses 
-Fascist Lie 
To Excuse War

KIO having officially informed the Brussels Confer- 
ence that “special conditions in East Asia” were the 
origin of what it calls “the present affair,” all things 
otherwise. recognizable as among verifiable facts must 
be discarded. 5 
The bombs and shells of Japanese artillery and planes 
are Killing Chinese civilians by the hundreds and thou- 
sands hundreds of miles from the coast, in the interior 
of China. But this, says Tokio, is “self-defense, forced 


upon Japan.” Therefore, it “lies outside the scope of 
the Nine-Power Treaty.” 


Just what these “special conditions in East Asia” are, which turn 
everything upside down, Tokio doesn’t say. But presumably they 
existed at the time the Nine Power Treaty was signed by Japan, in 
which case Japan should have made its signature conditional by 
adding: “The Imperial Japanese Government reserves the right to in- 
vade and make war upon China any time it feels that special condi- 


tions justify it.” 


The Nine Power Treaty, of course, was signed by the powers pre- | 
cisely because of “special conditions”—conditions which it undertook 
to regulate, the danger that China, weak and disunited, might be in- 
vaded and gobbled up by any aggressor nation powerful enough to do 
it. Japan, with the other nations, pledged, by that treaty: “To respect 
the sovereignty, the independence and the territorial integrity of | 


China.” 


From Tokio’s note to Brussels, we are given to understand that 


Japan has not violated that pledge at all. It is, in short, respecting 


the sovereignty, the independence and the territory of China. This 


-may look very, very peculiar; but Tokio says, “Take it or leave it.” 


This corresponds with the answers given a delegation of notables 


of the American League Against War and Fascism, by Mr. Matsukota, 
recently, when the league picketed him at the Waldorf-Astoria, be-
